Several million 
Germans lost their financial 
shirts in the venture. They were 
promised a cheap “peoples car”’ 
...a Volkswagen. The Germans 
invested heavily. A few proto- 
type cars were put on display. 
These were on view in 1938 and 
I rode in one in a small ‘‘track”’ 
marked off in the center of the 
swastika-bannered hall. Many 
believe there never was any idea 
of turning out cars because, 
shortly thereafter, when the war 
came on, the plant promptly be- 
gan to manufacture vehicles for 
war. None of them in any way 
resembled the Volkswagen. 


The tiny car market in the 
United States is, of course, 
infinitesimal in comparison with 
that of standard makes. But it is 
growing and is enog@gh to cause 
mighty General Mofors to begin 
importing its four-cylinder Vaux- 
hall Victor from England and its 
Opel Reckord from Germany. 


Small Cars 


Volkswagen and Ford got the 
jump, and the small German car, 
(so doggone ugly it’s cute), 
leaped ahead of the English-built 
Ford. France’s Renault is com- 
ing up fast. 

Chrysler, for three or four 
years, has had a small four- 
cylinder car designed and ready 
for the call to start tooling up. 
Studebaker plans “the Scots- 
man.” But they apparently are 
watching the market to see what 
can be learned by the trials and 
errors of those in the field. 


Almost all the major nations 
of Europe, including even the 
Swiss, are selling sports cars, 
small cars or both on the United 
States market. From 32,000 units 
in 1954 their sales rose to 98,000 
in 1956. Volkswagen and the 
English Fords lead in USS. 
sales, but the Germans are 
ahead of them all. 

Before the war Volkswagen's 
general manager, Dr. Heinz 
Nordhoff, was with the GM oper- 
ation in Germany. He had made 
many journeys to the American 
plants and learned that ability

The American future of the 
small car is a question. Germans 
believe that if gasoline prices 
continue to climb in the United 
States the economical compact 
little automobile will be a perma- 
nent fixture.

But in the 
boom one sees a surprising num- 
ber of larger cars. Here, they 
tell me, the large Mercedes- 
Benz is the Cadillac of Germany,

An Atlantan has invented a de- 
vice to warn citizens instantane- 
ously by radio or television of 
any impending enemy attack de- 
tected by Civil Defense. 

It’s a cigaret package-sized 
electronic device that will auto- 
matically turn a radio or TV set 
on full blast to emergency an- 
nouncements. 

Inventor Joe Powell of 1146 St. 
Augustine Pl., NE, said the idea 
for the attachment came to him 
in a dream. 

A working model of the device, 
which can be attached to exist- 
ing sets and will cost ‘‘around 
$15 or $16’’ minus _ installation, 
has been hailed here by Civil De- 
fense leaders as the potential 
savior of millions of lives.

TV or radio, the gadget auto- 
matically switches your set to the 
warning frequency (Conelrad).

The device moni- 
tors the warning frequency even 
if your set is turned off. Like the 
pilot light in a gas range, the 
device has one ‘“‘constantly hot"’ 
tube (or transistor).

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Smokescreen Fails 


To Hide the Facts 


Gov. Griffin staged a huge, well- 
planned smokescreen here yesterday at 
a meeting he called of Georgia county 
commissioners to answer criticism of ir- 
regularities in the county contract system 
for rural road construction. 

As expected, the smokescreen consisted 
of harangues against newspapers—spe- 
cifically Atlanta newspapers—for ex- 
posures which proved the intent of state 
law against subletting or transferring 
county contracts to private contracting 
firms was being evaded. The Constitution, 
for instance, proved several such contracts 
were transferred to firms in which county 
officials themselves had controlling inter- 
est. 

There was no discussion by the gover- 
nor of these law evasions nor any indica- 
tion that the administration is even aware 
of them. There was no discussion, either, 
of why some counties—including the gov- 
ernor’s home county of Decatur—are re- 
ceiving the lion’s share of state aid. 

How Carey Skelton, solicitor general 
of the Northern Judicial Circuit, got into 
the act nobody knows. Whatever his of- 
ficial connection with a county commis- 
sioners’ road-building discussion of this 
nature is obscure. But in saying these 
newspapers are against county contracts, 
Mr. Skelton lied. 

The Constitution is not against county 
contracts. It is most definitely against use 
of such contracts to buy unit votes and to 
enrich private individuals or county of- 
ficials at the expense of the taxpayers. 
We quite agree with Mr. Skelton that 
what Georgia needs is more rural roads. 
Use of county contracts for political boon- 
doggling will not accomplish that pur- 
pose. It will result in erosion and evapo- 
ration of taxpayers’ funds, giving them a 
minimum of roads at a maximum of cost. 

If the governor wishes to open the 
floodgates for all the old county and 
negotiated contract evils, he is, of course, 
answerable to the people of Georgia. This 
newspaper, in turns, intends to go as far 
as it can in keeping them informed about 
any abuses and waste. 

We are sorry for county-commissioners 
for being in a position to be pressured— 
even blackjacked—with state road funds. 
We hope it can be kept to a minimum and 
the road building job equitable for all 
counties. 

This newspaper wants all phases of the 
road-building program—interstate, pri- 
mary, secondary and rural roads—pur- 
sued vigorously. At the same time, we In- 
sist that the law be complied with and 
that highway funds be used so that the 
people get their money’s worth from the 
heaviest expenditures in history.

Program Is Boosted 
To Help Mentally Ill 


Appointment of Dr. Trawick H. Stubbs 
as director of the mental hygiene division 
of the Georgia Department of Public 
Health will hasten accomplishment of 
efforts to help relieve the tremendous pa- 
tient load at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Stubbs’ work will involve develop- 
ment of a treatment program for certain 
mental cases in the general hospitals in 
Georgia. Gov. Griffin recently appropri- 
ated $75,000 per quarter for establish- 
ment of screening and short-term treat- 
ment facilities for the mentally ill. 

These actions were needed in Georgia 
and should result in an increased number 
of mental cases being cured in the early 
stages and in a curtailment in the number 
of cases that otherwise would be referred 
to the crowded State Hospital.

New Grady Hospital 
Must Fill Its Potential 


The llth annual report of the Fulton 
DeKalb Hospital Authority shows that 
careful planning and sound business prac- 
tices have been employed so far in con- 
structing a new Grady Hospital. 

During the past few years, several 
tracts of land have been acquired for 
additional hospital facilities. The contract 
for the new Grady was let at an oppor- 
tune time. Delay would have resulted in 
an estimated 20 per cent rise in expendi- 
tures due to later increases in building 
costs. As it is, the new structure is expect- 
ed to cost slightly in excess of 22 million 
dollars. 

The interest rate of 2.66 per cent be- 
ing paid on 20 million dollars’ worth of 
revenue certificates dated Feb. 1, 1954, 
is much less than the current rate for gen- 
eral obligation municipal bonds. In addi- 
tion, investments were made in short- 
term government obligations from 1947 
to 1953 to assist in financing the new hos- 
pital. 

With completion of construction, which 
has encountered various unexpected de- 
lays, the hospital authority will face new 
problems and intensification of old ones. 

The best possible equipment must be 


obtained. The responsibility of mainte- 
nance will be increased. More money must 
be allocated for compensating the house 
staff, which the authority reports now is 
woefully underpaid. Costs per patient are 
rising. we 

A smoothly working arrangement be- 
tween Grady Hospital and the Emory Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, free of dis- 
cord that has marred operations on past 
occasions, is an absolute necessity. Patient 
care and teaching must go hand in hand in 
a tightly knit program with both Grady 
and Emory understanding their exact re- 
sponsibilities for maximum effectiveness. 

The new Grady Hospital has the po- 
tential of becoming one of the greatest as- 
sets of this community. It continually must 
be treated as such. 

Meanwhile, the public looks forward 
to the day when the new hospital will be 
ready for occupancy. It is hoped there will 


be no further delays and that certainly 
it will be in operation in early 1958 at the 
latest.

Marvin Griffin that he would approve a 
budget request from the board of regents 
for $2,500,000 for construction of an 
atomic research reactor at Georgia Tech is 
good news for the entire state. The gover- 
nor has shown good judgment and vision 
in his decision. 


Building of the reactor at Tech will 


enable Georgia to hold its own in the 
new competition of the atomic era. It will 
benefit the entire region. 

Products from the research reactor 
will provide great impetus to the state’s 


agricultural, industrial and medical pro- 
grams. These benefits are not dreams but 
are being translated into reality where 
such reactors already are in use. The boost 
it will give to Tech’s training and research 
programs will benefit the state, the South 
and the nation. 


The Georgia Nuclear Advisory Com- 
mission, headed by Atlanta civic leader 
Frank H. Neely, cannot be given too much 
credit for their patient effort in laying 
the groundwork for this development. 
Much credit is due the governor, too, for 
naming such a capable group to help guide 
the project to success. 

In Dr. Walter H. Zinn, president of the 
General Nuclear Engineering Corporation, 
the commission has selected a man to de- 
sign the reactor who is without peer in 
his field. 

This investment in Georgia's future 
will return many times its initial cost 
every year after it goes into operation. 
We congratulate everyone concerned for 
the decision which will enable Georgia 
to move rapidly into the atomic age.

Svria Falls to Reds 
As Congress Cuts Aid 


Events of the past few days indicate 
rather well that unless Syria already is a 
Soviet satellite it is only a matter of time 
until she becomes one. It is another testi- 
monial to the failure of American policy, 
this time a most costly one. 

The action even evades the Eisenhower 
doctrine. Provisions of the latter provide 
that the United States can intervene in 
case a Middle East country asks for help 
against Communist aggression. Not only 
has Syria not asked for such help, her 
representatives have been requested to 
lodge a complaint against the United 
States in the United Nations. 

What we are witnessing is a massive 
penetration of the Middle East by the So- 
viet Union—with Egypt and Syria as the 
nations which flank all our defense plans 
in the area. 

In setting the stage for a military dic- 
tatorship, the Reds have moved swiftly. 
They have set the stage for continued 
arming of Egypt and Syria and for attacks 
by them on Israel and their Arabic neigh- 
bors. The potential for a small war—pos- 
sibly a big war—generated by Soviet en- 
couragement of Arab nationalism has re- 
ceived a big push. 

Meanwhile, our own Congress is invit- 
ing similar developments elsewhere by 
cuts in the mutual defense program. The 
Pentagon, pressed by the administration 
and Congress for economy, continues with 
military cutbacks. We are inviting the 
Communist adventures which result in an 
ever-expanding empire. 

There is indeed cause for worry about 
the ability and the willingness of the 
United States and the Western world to 
meet the challenge and about the leader- 
ship in our State Department under John 
Foster Dulles.

Nixon Plays Safe 
On Knowland Bid 


WASHINGTON—Vice President Nixon doesn’t 
have to prove to anybody that he is a smart 
politician. He is and everybody knows it. What 


Nixon has to do is to convince a larger number of people that he 
is a mature political leader who can be safely entrusted with the 


presidency. 

This will certainly be Nixon's 
formula for getting the 1960 Re- 
publican presidential nomination: 
a minimum of politics and a max- 
imum of statesmanship. 


I don’t know any reasonably 
objective person, politician or 
correspondent, in Washington to- 
day who does not recognize the 
vice president has grown visibly 
in grasp of affairs and in public 
stature during the last three 
years. His path to the 1960 nomi- 
nation is more of the same and no 
veering off on any political de- 
tours. 


It would be surprising if Nixon 
occasionally did not run into a 
temptation which would try to 
lure him into trying to further 
his cause by some political ma- 
neuver. 


The prospective fight between 
Goodwin Knight, who wants a 
third term as governor of Califor- 
nia, and retiring Sen. William 
Knowland, who wants a first term 
as governor of California, is—or 
was—such a temptation. 

If there is to be any serious op- 
position to a Nixon nomination 
it will come from his fellow Cali- 
fornian, Knowland. So why 
wouldn’t it be a pretty cute idea 
for the vice president to join with

He took the 
platform about 2 o’clock in the 
morning at the final session of 
that convention. He had been 
waiting in a room off the floor 
for hours while the convention 
completed its work with nomina- 
tion of Sen. Alben W. Barkley of 
Kentucky as _ vice _ presidential 
candidate 

He did not disappoint his some- 
what weary audience — to the 
contrary. When he took the ros- 
trum he was in fighting form and 
made the best of a situation lit- 
erally tailored for him, All he 
had to do was to tell the story 
then well-known This was that 


the Republican convention, which , 


had occurred two weeks before, 
had endorsed in its platform cer-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (?!—The Senate Judiciary 


Committee today approved 


admission of additional thousands of refugees from com- 
munism or from political persecution in the Middle East. 


Except for this provision, the 
measure closely parallels an im- 
migration bill approved by the 
House Judiciary Committee last 
week. Congressional leaders plan 
to try to pass it before Congress 
adjourns. 


The legislation provides for none 
of the major increases in immi- 
gration recommended by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. Neither does it 
permit permanent residence to be 
granted Hungarian refugees ad- 
mitted on an emergency basis last 
fall. 

However, it would ease some re- 
strictions in the McCarran-Walter 
Immigration Act and provide re- 
lief in individual hardship cases. 

The Senate bill differs from the 
House bill primarily in that it 
would permit broader use of 18,- 
656 visas left over from the 1953

Curb Eased 
By Wilson 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (®—Sec- 
retary of Defense Wilson today 
deleted from regulations on the 
release of military information a 
requirement that such news must 
make a “constructive contribu- 
tion” to national security. 

The change was one of several 
included in a revision of military 
information directives. 


Murray Snyder, assistant secre- 
tary of defense for public affairs, 
said the “‘irritating phrase’ about 
a constructive contribution had 
been misconstrued by such critics 
as Rep. Moss (D-Calif),. chairman 
of the House Government Infor- 
mation subcommittee. 


FEARED FLATTERY 


Snyder said Moss had expressed 
fear that the requirement might 
be used by defense officials to 
flatter the department or to cover 
up mistakes. 


Moss said the changes appear 
to be improvements. 


Snyder said the new directive 
left unchanged the basic meaning 
and intent of the Pentagon’s atti- 
tude toward release of informa- 
tion. 

The rewritten directive states 
specifically that information orig- 
inating within the defense estab- 
lishment must be reviewed for

An automatic rocking cradle 
may become mother’s next elec- 
tric helper. 


So hopes Grady B. Paramore, 
Cobb County inventor of a pink- 
and-blue machine built to plug 
into a wall socket, keep baby 
soothed and mother sleeping. 

Mr. Paramore, father of four 
aged 4 to 18, explained his idea 
as he demonstrated the doll- 
sized model he built almost en- 
tirely by hand. “I decided noth- 
ing modern had been done for 
babies in the past 100 years. 

“I thought I had something in 
a cradie that would automat- 
ically rock a fussy baby while 
the mother was working around 
the house or trying to get some 
sleep. I made a patent re- 
search, engineers at Georgia 
Tech thought it had possibilities, 
and I started working on the 
first model last January.” 


PINK QUILTING 


The cradle part of the demon- 
strator model is lined with foam 
rubber and covered with pink 
quilting. A metalwright by 
trade, Mr. Paramore described 
three built-in motions — glide 
(linear movement back and 
forth), rock (end-to-end see- 
saw motion), and jump (up- 
and-down bounce). 

All the mother has to do, ex- 
plained the blue-eyed, stocky 
inventor, is turn the crank and 
let the baby choose the motion 
he likes best. 

Mr. Paramore has formed a 
company — Electric Nursery 
Queen — to manufacture baby- 
sized rockers that can be used 
until an infant is two years old. 
He has started assembling a 
plant in Elba, Ala., and hopes to 
put his invention on the market 
in about four months. 
INVENTIVE LIGHT 

The inventive light began to 
dawn on Mr. Paramore seven 
years ago when he walked into 
his home on South Cobb drive 
near Marietta and saw his old- 
er children rocking baby Bar- 
bara in a pink, beribboned con- 
traption. It turned out to be an 
orange crate on wheels that 
Mrs. Paramore had fixed up in 
her spare time. 

“IT planted the seed and he 
hatched the egg,” laughed the 
mother. 

The thing that fascinated her 
husband was how the children 
could sprawl out in a chair, 
wrap their bare feet up in the 
ribbons on the orange crate, and 
read a comic book while rock- 
ing Barbara to sleep. The opera- 
tion was already semi-automat- 
ic, thought Mr. Paramore. 


THE IDEA GREW 


He reflected on the problems 
of rearing his own brood from 
babyhood, and the automatic 
idea grew. Through the years, 
between jobs of installing heavy

veloped the design. 


Last January he began work- 
ing full time on the ma- 
chine. He asked help from 
skilled Marietta folks—a com- 
mercial artist drew the fin- 
ished designs, an engineer fur- 
nished the blueprints, a local 
machinist helped him build the 
motor, an auto mechanic put on 
the finish.

But 4-year-old Teddy still likes 
to play with the controls .. . his 
parents think he'll be an en- 
gineer or. an inventor.

In Steel Price Increase 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (P—A United Steelwork- 
ers official told Congress today the steel industry was 
trying to use the union as a “scapegoat” for “exorhi- 
tant” increases in steel prices. 


Otis Brubaker, research director 
for the union, said “steel price 
increases in the post World War 
II period have been exorbitant in 
relation to increased costs.” 

He told the Senate Anti-Trust 
and Monopoly subcommittee that 
the union was confronted with a 
“calculated attempt to obscure 
the very direct relationship be- 
tween the desire for greater prof- 
its and the raising of prices. 
KEY IMPORTANCE 

“Of key importance in this de- 


labor,”” Brubaker added. 

He said that by ‘‘constant repeti- 
tion of the theory that price in- 
creases have been ‘forced’ by 
labor unions, corporate manage- 
ment has succeeded in turning at- 
tention away from the obvious 
connection between rising prices 
and rising profits.” 

*‘Nowhere is this more apparent 
than in the steel industry,” he 
said. 

STAND ON RISE 

Brubaker said that the July, 
1957, wage increase in the steel 
industry of 15.5 cents an hour—or 
5.9 per cent—could have been ‘“‘ab- 
sorbed entirely out of the 1957 
productivity increase of 5 per 
cent.” Instead, he said, industry 
raised prices $6 a ton. 

Brubaker said total employment

costs in the steel industry run 
about 35 per cent of sales, and 
“the impact of a 5.9 per cent wage 
increase is therefore only 2.1 per- 
cent.”
